New Explosive Gas. |

EW YORK, March 24.—[Spe- 
cial.]—One of the highest au- 
thorities on ordnance construc- 
tion in this’ country, who wquld 

not permit his name to be disclosed, 
said today that the construction of a 
gun with a range of seventy-five miles, 
such as is being used by the Germans 
to bombard Paris, according to report, 
is not a theoretical impossibility, al- 
though such a gun has never been 
known before.

FRANCE 18 NOT “BLED WHITE.” 
: {From the Outlook.] 

The following figures, given by Mr, Stéphane Lau- 
zanne, editor in chief of the Paris Matin, director of 
the official bureau of French information, show better 
than any words that France is far from being ex- 
hausted or “ bled white.” . | 

In 1914, at the battle of the Marne, France had in 
the field an army of 1,600,000 men; today, after more 
than three years of war, France has in the field an 
army of 2,700,000 men. In September, 1914, the 
French war plants were manufacturing 12,000 shelle 


per day; today France is manufacturing 300,000 | 


shells per day. According to an agreement signed 
by the French high commissioner in Washington 
with the war department, it is the French war indus- 
tries which manufacture all the light artillery for the 
American army. | ' 

In these ‘war plants, which are the pride of the 
French nation and which no exhausted country could 
maintain, nearly half a million women are actually 
working, day and night. There also progress has 
been achieved. In 1914 only 25,000 women were work- 
ing in these factories; on March 1, 1917, the number 
had increased to 375,582, and today it reaches nearly 
half a million. 

Since the beginning of the war the French pariia- 
ment has voted credits for the war amounting to more 
than $20,000,000,000. Of these $20,000,000,000 only 


| $2,000,000,000 have been borrowed from foreign coun- 


tries. The whole difference was drawn on the savings 


scribed by loans or paid by taxes, Besides that, 
France has been able to loan $1,000,000,000 to her al- 
lies, and to give them 2,500 guns and 5,000 airplanes, 
And today on the western front the French army is 
still holding two-thirds of the whole line. At the be- 
ginning of the present year 82 German divisions were 
facing the French army. As Mr, Lausanne points 
out, to need 82 German divisions in order to hold an 
exhausted army is, indeed, out of proportion.

RINGWORM. 

™ INGWORM is a disease of the 

. skin resulting from infection with 
vegetable fungus. Practically 
nothing was known about bacte- 

ria before 1880, but the poor microscopes 
of 1842 were sufficiently good 6 show 
the larger fungi responsible for ring-. 
worm. These organisms are grown on 
culture media and otherwise studied just 
as are their relatives, the better known 

bacteria. 

The term worm was not given the djs- 
ease because of the s,which causes 
it, for this parasite is not a worm. Both 
ring and worm were attached to‘ the dis- 


. ta 

Ringworm cause} a round eruption, 
which spreads at the periphery and has 
some tendency to heal at the center. This 
gives it a wavy undulating or notched 
ring appearance, which is responsible 
for its name. 

es ; 

People afte generally afraid of skin 
diseases on the theory that they aré con- 
tagious. Few of them are contagious, 
and fewer still are contagious through 
the skin. For instance, smallpox, scar- 
let fever, measles, and syphilis are con- 
stitutional diseases with prominent and 
characteristic skin lesions. 

They are contagious, but there is little 
proof that any one of them is ever spread 
through skin discharges and in all of 
them the customary route of infection 
ig in some other way. We can almpst 
gay that skin diseases are not conta- 
gious, but ringworm is an outstanding 
exception. It is very contagious. 

Ringworm affects the nonhairy parts 
of the body. In these locations: it is 
easily cured, It affects the beard region, 
causing barber’s itch. In this location 


}it is cured, with difficulty. It affects the 


scalp, In this location jt is curéd with 
great difficulty. ,

Many school children, have ringworm. 
It is customary for the school nurse to 
treat them in school with. applications 
prescribed by the school doctor. This 
plan succeeds if the disease is located on 
the nonhhairy skin. It fails where the 
disease ig in the scalp, 

The fungus gets into the hair shaft 
and travels down it to the hair bed. 
Therefore the first step is to pull out 
all haire in the patch and for a short 
distance around it. Then a 10 per cent 
sulphur aintment is applied or the patch 
is painted with técture of iodine every 
day for four or five days and this is fol- 
lowed by sulphur ointment. : 

If the ringworm is in the beard or the 
scalp, the hairs in and near the patch 
must be gotten rid of. The best way to 
do this is with the X-rays, provided the 
operator is skilled. If X-rays cafinot 
be used the hair forceps can be em- 
ployed, but the job must be thoroughly 
done, or barium sulphide, sulphide of 
zinc, and starch, ®@qual parts, can be 
used. The hairs having been removed, 
the fungi are killed by tincture of iodine, 
sulphur ointment, watery solution of 
hyposulphite of soda; or ammoniated 
mercury ointment. a=

NOT SURPRISED AT RUSSIAN PEACE © 


BY MILDRED FARWELL. 

(STAFF CORRESPONDENT OF THE TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, March 6.—What is surpris- 
ing about the Russian peace? A month 
ago when I left Petrograd the general 
opinion of the allied ministries and 
embassies was that the inevitable had 
come and that it was only a question 
of weeks before they, too, would be 
packing their trunks. Among the 
Americans, at least, there was no great 
blame of Russia, for who, in co on 
fairness, could hold a man in epi- 
leptic fit responsible for his actions? 

For eight months we had watched 
helplessly the gradual running down 
of the machine. Food had grown less 
each day; clothing in shops was practi- 
cally nonexistant, and the rouble was 
fast descending to the value of a post- 
age stamp. As far back as June those 
of us who were honest had known that, 
without quick aid from without, any 
Russian govefnment must have peace 
ag its platform. A thing tacitly under- 
stood but never mentioned between 
them and ourselves was that from a 
purely selfish point of view it would 
have been for Russia’s interest to 
make peace long ago. Time and again 
men we could trust had come to us 
and told the truth—Russia cannot go 
on without help. 


_ 

Our country and the other allies sent 
them commissions and investigated. 
Sometimes these commissions went 
away violently optimistic, making enor- 
mous promises of future favors to 
come. Sometimes they left suffering 
from stomachache, having eaten black 
bread—incurably pessimistic toward 
all things Russian. In either case, it 
took them a long time to get back 
home, and by the time they had arrived 
another turn of the wheel had come, 
conditions had changed, and their re 
ports were valueless. 

The president’y splendid message 
with its definition of our war aims and 
its appreciation of Russia was the first 
intimation that at home there was any 
real understanding of the Russian sit- 
uation. Also, it came too late—the 
handwriting was already,on the wall. 
But it did more toward making us pop- 
wlar than all the allied millions spent 
in propaganda. 

There is an undeniable affinity be 
tween Russians and Americans—less 
of a foreign wall—than between us and 
any race, and today, thanks to the 
president’s message, and the small

Fire Insurance men are considerably 
perturbed over the news coming from 
Washington, D. C., to the effect that 
some of the officials of the war risk 
burean are determined to press the bill 
which has been prepared to be intro- 
duced in congress providing that the 
United States shall take over the in- 
surance and inspection work on all 
grain elevators, flour mills, munition 
factories. and other industries neces- 
sary to the prosecution of the war, to- 
gether with docks and ocean terminals. 
For some weeks past there has been 
considerable agitation concerning the 
possibility of this bill being introduced, 
the chief backer being a New York 
attorney, although it is claimed that 
Thomas B. Love of the war risk bu- 
reau, who was formerly insurance com- 
missioner of Texas, is its main sponsor. 

Called Administrative Measure. 

The champions of the measure in 
the war risk bureau claim that if it 
goes to congress it will be an adminis- 
tration measure, although this is doubt- 
ed in Insurance circles, in view of the 
attitude of the administration toward 
the national board of fire underwrit- 
ers in the conservation work of the 
latter. 
' Should such a bill pass it would 
mean the transfer of thousands of dol- 
lars of fire insurance premiums from 
the private companies. When war was

The most important change comes in 
the collision rates which affect. cover- 
age as to the owner’s car where it is 
damaged in collision. Automobile un- 
derwriters find that the most unfavora- 
ble experience comes from thisend of 
the business. Therefore afterApril 1 
there will be two alternatives. The 
owner can have 4 car insured with the 
$100 deductible clause stipulating that 
he will stand the first $100 of loss in a 
collision. If, however, full collision 
coverage is required, the rates will be 
much higher than they have been be- 
fore. Chicago brokers therefore do not 
feel that collision will be a popular 
line to sell. | |
